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Shipping  of  Congressional  Expedited 

Congressional  publications  have  long  been  a  top  priority  at  the  Library  Programs  Service 
(LPS).  In  an  effort  to  expedite  their  classification,  distribution,  and  microfiche  conversion 
even  further,  LPS  has  devised  new  procedures  for  processing  these  important  documents. 
The  new  procedures  were  implemented  the  week  of  March  8,  1993. 

Under  the  new  procedures,  LPS  staff  prepare  shipping  lists  consisting  of  paper 
Congressional  publications  exclusively.  Depositories  should  expect  to  receive  approximately 
two  Congressional  boxes  a  week.  These  Congressional  shipments  receive  priority  processing 
ahead  of  other  shipments,  so  the  material  can  reach  depositories  more  quickly.  Previously, 
Congressional  publications  were  shipped  in  the  order  received,  in  shipping  boxes  that  also 
contained  titles  from  other  agencies. 

By  speeding  up  internal  processing  for  Congressional  publications,  LPS  staff  anticipate 
that  microfiche  conversion  can  also  be  expedited.  Those  depositories  which  select  microfiche 
versions  of  Congressional  publications  should  receive  the  material  sooner. 

Implementation  of  these  new  procedures  does  not  affect  the  shipping  list  numbering 
sequence. 

NESE-DB  Shipment  Delayed 

Shipment  of  the  February  1993  issue  of  the  National  Economic,  Social,  and 
Environmental  Data  Bank  (NESE-DB)  has  been  delayed.  The  Commerce  Department's 
Office  of  Business  Analysis  (OBA)  has  informed  the  Library  Programs  Service  that  the  delay 
is  due  to  a  last  minute  software  problem  which  is  now  being  corrected. 

OBA  will  mail  the  February  1993  discs  directly  to  depository  libraries  rather  than  rely  on 
LPS  shipment.  LPS  has  provided  OBA  with  mailing  labels  of  those  libraries  selecting  item 
0128-N.  OBA  expects  NESE-DB  to  be  mailed  about  March  23  for  receipt  by  the  end  of  the 
month.  This  will  be  a  one-time  mailing  to  ensure  that  libraries  have  their  copies  prior  to  the 
Federal  Depository  Conference  in  April.  While  there  will  be  no  shipping  list,  LPS  will 
continue  to  fill  claims.  The  SuDocs  classification  number  for  these  discs  is  C  1.88/2:993/1.

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S.564,  a  Bill  on  Electronic  Information  Access, 
Introduced  in  the  U.S.  Senate 

[Text  from  the  Congressional  Record,  March  11,  1993,  pp.  S2781-S2782.] 

By  Mr.  Ford  (for  himself  and  Mr.  Stevens): 

S.  564.  A  bill  to  establish  in  the  Government  Printing  Office  a  means  of  enhancing 
electronic  public  access  to  a  wide  range  of  Federal  electronic  information;  to  the  Committee 
on  Rules  and  Administration. 

Government  Printing  Office  Electronic  Information  Access  Enhancement  Act  of  1993 

Mr.  Ford.  Mr.  President,  I  am  pleased  today  to  introduce  with  the  senior  Senator  from 
Alaska  [Mr.  Stevens]  the  Government  Printing  Office  Electronic  Information  Access 
Enhancement  Act  of  1993.  This  legislation  will  greatly  enhance  free  public  access  to  Federal 
electronic  information. 

The  bill  requires  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  at  the  Government  Printing  Office  to 
provide  an  online  Congressional  Record  and  Federal  Register  free  to  depository  libraries  and 
at  the  incremental  costs  of  distribution  to  other  users.  The  bill  allows  other  documents 
distributed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  to  be  added  online  as  practicable  and  permits 
agencies  to  voluntarily  disseminate  their  electronic  publications  through  the  same  system. 

I  believe  this  bill  goes  a  long  way  toward  ensuring  that  taxpayers  have  affordable  and 
timely  access  to  the  Federal  information  which  they  have  paid  to  generate. 

Mr.  President,  I  ask  unanimous  consent  that  the  text  of  the  bill  be  printed  in  the  Record. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  bill  was  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  Record,  as  follows: 

S.564 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled, 

Section  1.  Short  Title. 

This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  "Government  Printing  Office  Electronic  Information  Access 
Enhancement  Act  of  1993". 

Sec.  2.  Amendments  to  Title  44,  United  States  Code. 

(a)  In  General.--  Title  44,  United  States  Code,  is  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  the 
following  new  chapter: 

"Chapter  41 --Access  To  Federal  Electronic  Information 
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"Sec. 

"4101.  Electronic  directory;  online  access  to  publications;  electronic  storage  facility. 

"4102.  Fees. 

"4103.  Biennial  report. 

"4104.  Definition. 

"§4101.  Electronic  directory;  online  access  to  publications;  electronic  storage  facility. 

"(a)  In  General.--  The  Superintendent  of  Documents,  under  the  direction  of  the  Public 
Printer,  shall— 

"(1)  maintain  an  electronic  directory  of  Federal  electronic  information; 

"(2)  provide  a  system  of  online  access  to  the  Congressional  Record,  the  Federal  Register, 
and,  as  determined  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  other  appropriate  publications 
distributed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents;  and 

"(3)  operate  an  electronic  storage  facility  for  Federal  electronic  information  to  which 
online  access  is  made  available  under  paragraph  (2). 

"(b)  Departmental  Requests.--  To  the  extent  practicable,  the  Superintendent  of  Documents 
shall  accommodate  any  request  by  the  head  of  a  department  or  agency  to  include  in  the 
system  of  access  referred  to  in  subsection  (aX2)  information  that  is  under  the  control  of  the 
department  or  agency  involved. 

"(c)  Consultation.—  In  carrying  out  this  section,  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  shall 
consult— 

"(1)  users  of  the  directory  and  the  system  of  access  provided  for  under  subsection  (a); 

and 

"(2)  other  providers  of  similar  information  services. 

The  purpose  of  such  consultation  shall  be  to  assess  the  quality  and  value  of  the  directory  and 
the  system,  in  light  of  user  needs. 

"§4102.  Fees 

"(a)  In  General.—  The  Superintendent  of  Documents,  under  the  direction  of  the  Public 
Printer,  may  charge  reasonable  fees  for  use  of  the  directory  and  the  system  of  access 
provided  for  under  section  4101,  except  that  use  of  the  directory  and  the  system  shall  be 
made  available  to  depository  libraries  without  charge.  The  fees  received  shall  be  treated  in  the 
same  manner  as  moneys  received  from  sale  of  documents  under  section  1702  of  this  title. 

"(b)  Cost  Recovery.—  The  fees  charged  under  this  section  shall  be  set  so  as  to  recover 
the  incremental  cost  of  dissemination  of  the  information  involved,  with  the  cost  to  be 
computed  without  regard  to  section  1708  of  this  title. 
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"§1403.  Biennial  report 

"Not  later  than  December  31  of  each  odd  numbered  year,  the  Public  Printer  shall  submit 
to  the  Congress,  with  respect  to  the  two  preceding  fiscal  years,  a  report  on  the  directory,  the 
system  of  access,  and  the  electronic  storage  facility  referred  to  in  section  4101(a).  The  report 
shall  include  a  description  of  the  functions  involved,  including  a  statement  of  cost  savings  in 
comparison  with  traditional  forms  of  information  distribution. 

§4104.  Definition 

"As  used  in  this  chapter,  the  term  'Federal  electronic  information1  means  Federal  public 
information  stored  electronically.". 

(b)  Clerical  Amendment.—  The  table  of  chapters  for  Title  44,  United  States  Code,  is 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  the  following  new  item: 

"41.  Access  to  Federal  Electronic  Information  4101". 

Sec.  3.  Status  Report. 

Not  later  than  June  30,  1994,  the  Public  Printer  shall  submit  to  the  Congress  a  report  on 
the  status  of  the  directory,  the  system  of  access,  and  the  electronic  storage  facility  referred  to 
in  section  4101  of  Title  44,  United  States  Code,  as  added  by  section  2(a). 

Sec.  4.  Special  Rules. 

(a)  Operational  Deadline.--  The  directory,  the  system  of  access,  and  the  electronic 
storage  facility  referred  to  in  section  4101  of  Title  44,  United  States  Code,  as  added  by 
section  2(a),  shall  be  operational  not  later  than  one  year  after  the  date  of  the  enactment  of  this 
Act. 

(b)  First  Biennial  Report.--  The  first  report  referred  to  in  section  4103  of  Title  44,  United 
States  Code,  as  added  by  section  2(a),  shall  be  submitted  not  later  than  December  31,  1995.

These  guidelines  should 
also  assist  GPO  in  responding  to  speaking  requests  and  ensuring  that  the  appropriate  GPO 
representative  has  been  identified  for  the  topic  and  audience. 

1.  Written  invitations  for  Library  Programs  Service  (LPS)  speakers  or  questions 
concerning  potential  LPS  speakers  or  topics  should  be  addressed  to:

Library  Programs  Service  (SLLD) 
Washington,  DC  20401 

Invitations  for  the  Public  Printer  or  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  should  be 
addressed  to  their  attention. 

2.  Whenever  possible,  written  invitations  to  address  library  meetings  should  be  received 
at  GPO  at  least  three  months  in  advance  of  the  meeting  date.  GPO  will  respond  in 
writing  to  such  invitations  within  two  weeks.  If  GPO  is  able  to  accommodate  the 
request,  GPO  will  work  with  meeting  planners  to  ensure  that  arrangements  for  the 
designated  GPO  representative  are  made  as  far  in  advance  of  the  meeting  date  as 
possible. 

3.  Invitations  should  identify  the  suggested  GPO  speaker  and/or  topic,  size  and 
composition  of  the  audience,  and  the  time,  venue,  as  well  as  type  and  length  of  the 
presentation. 

4.  Whenever  possible,  speaking  engagements  will  be  combined  with  official  business 
travel,  such  as  other  presentations,  depository  inspections,  etc.  For  this  reason,  the 
more  "generic"  GPO  workshops  will  be  conducted  by  the  Library  Inspectors  in 
conjunction  with  inspection  visits. 

5.  Topics  should  be  within  the  scope  of  the  Federal  Depository  Library  Program  or  the 
operations  of  the  Government  Printing  Office. 

6.  Priority  will  be  given  to  presentations  before  larger  audiences,  or  to  events  which  may 
be  combined  with  other  official  travel. 

7.  As  a  general  rule,  acceptance  of  travel  expenses  from  a  private  organization  which 
GPO  regulates  or  which  is  substantially  affected  by  GPO  policies  and  actions  is  a 
violation  of  GPO  regulations,  and  therefore  is  not  allowed.

The  United  States  Senate  produces  series  of  Committee  hearings,  prints,  and  publications 
as  part  of  the  legislative  process.  These  materials  comprise  an  important  segment  of  the 
holdings  of  more  than  1400  depository  libraries  located  throughout  the  nation.  Bibliographic 
records  for  the  individual  titles  in  these  series  are  contained  in  readily  available  sources.  But 
a  comprehensive  listing  of  this  material  is  not  available  to  libraries. 

Such  lists  can  be  of  great  value  to  depositories.  The  North  Carolina  State  University 
(NCSU)  Libraries  compiles  data  about  these  series  in  dBase  3+  files  as  insurance  that  all  of 
the  pieces  are  properly  received  and  preserved.  The  Documents  department  at  NCSU 
contains  dBase  files  for  the  99th  through  103d  Congresses. 

NCSU  produces  monthly  bibliographies  of  Senate  hearings,  prints,  and  publications  from 
title  page  proofs  received  weekly  from  the  Senate  Library.  These  bibliographies  are 
distributed  through  various  means:

•  by  floppy  disk  distribution  to  subscribers 

•  in  paper  copy  to  subscribers  and  requestors
